India : Nehru's new cabinet appointees are prom- 
inent, competent men without significant political in- 
fluence. 

The ministers named yesterday are replacements 
for three strong party leaders who, in accordance 
with a Congress Party proposal, recently left the cab- 
inet to devote their energies to party organizational 
work. The choices conform with the party’s and Neh- 
ru's hope that party work will gain in prestige com- 
pared to cabinet responsibility. 

As finance minister, Nehru has named T. T. 
Krishnamachari, a former holder of this position 
and an extremely competent technician. Rumors 
that Krishnamachari might also assume the planning 
portfolio suggest that he may become the cabinet's 
economic czar. 

The new ministers for Home Affairs and for 
Food and Agriculture, Gulzarilal Nanda and Swaran 
Singh, are generally regarded as able if undistin- 
guished. They have long held other lesser cabinet 
posts. Nanda is a socialist, somewhat to the left 
of Nehru. Neither Singh nor Krishnamachari has 
an ideological tag that is distinguishable from Nehru's.

Cuba: The construction activity which began on 
Cayo Frances and Cayo Fragoso early this year ap- 
pears to be part of an extensive Soviet oil exploration 
program. Large foundations on the north side of Cayo 
Frances, which were earlier suspected of having some 
military purpose, are probably for racks to hold pipe 
for drilling. Geophysical maps made by a US oil com- 
pany which had exploration rights in this area indicate 
that it h as only a limited potential fo r petroleum pro- 
duction.

Uruguay - Communist China: Uruguay has report- 


edly granted Communist China permission to establish 
a trade office in Montevideo. Two New China News 
Agency officials have been in Montevideo. negotiating 
the agreement. Although Uruguay is interested in ex- 
panding its exports to Communist China, there is little 
prospect of a sizable increase in the present low level 
of trade between the two countries. The Chinese will 
probably use the new office as an outle t for pro- Peiping 
propaganda. 
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Peru : Czechoslovakia has been granted permis- 
sion to have a pavilion at the Lima Trade Fair in late 
October, according to the US Embassy in Bolivia. 

The Peruvian Government also is said to be consider- 
ing a Prague request to establish a commercial rep- 
resentative in Lima. There have been no diplomatic 
relations between the two countries since 1957, when 
the Cz echoslovak consulate was closed at Peru’s re- 
quest.
